4. Regarding claim 7, the prior art of record does not disclose/teach a control 
signal receiving apparatus which can receive a control signal from a remote control unit 
both directly from the remote control and indirectly through a data receiving apparatus 
which is connected to the control signal receiving apparatus, comprising: a command 
judging section which receives a first command, which is directly received from the 
remote control unit, and a second command, which is received via the data receiving

apparatus, as its inputs and selectively outputs one of the first and second commands 
by judging which command is to serve as effective using the claimed criteria, in the 
manner claimed. 

5. J.P. Patent Publication 2003/179985 (Nagata) and U.S. Patent 6,569,138 
(Satoh) are representative of the closest prior art and each disclose a remote signal 
receiving device in which two commands are received to choose/make one of them as 
being effective, but not using the specific criteria as claimed.
